Question of County’s Contract 

with Bridewell Is Issue - 

Which May Undo the 
Jury’s Work. 


“BOSS” SLEEPS AT HOTEL. 


Assistant State’s Attorney Barnes 
Defies the Court to Limit 
His Right to 
Criticise, 


In opposition to the contention of Ald. J. J. 
Brennan's attorneys that no contract exists 
between Cook county and the city bridewell 
for the dieting of prisoners—a contention at 
the basis of the alderman’s hope of liberty— 
if was established yesterday afternoon in 
court that an agreement, equivalent to a 
contract, was in operation. For the last ten 
years bills have been received every three 
months from the bridewell directors and paid 
by the board of commissioners for the coun- 
ty. This was admitted by the witnesses for 
the alderman. 

James L. Monaghan, deputy county clerk, 
deputy controller, and députy clerk of the 
board of commissioners, said he had been 
unable to find a contract made between the 
county and the bridewell directors. He said 
that statements were received regularly. 
every quarter from the bridewell, and that 
until the controversy over the question of a 
reduction in the rates had arisen the bills 
had always been paid. 


Sharp Tilts with Barnes. 

The all day fight for Brennan's release by a 
writ of habess corpus was marked by sharp 
judicial criticism of Assistant State's Attor- 
ney Barnes, who had spoken of “ habeas 
corpus judges " and “‘ that unknown tribunal 
—a court en banc.”’ 

It was also noted for thé reappearance of 
Brennan's “‘ influence,” which last night kept 
him out of the bridewell and establighed him 
comfortably in a parlor suite at the Sher- 
man house. Instead of bread and water there 
was a hotel menu to select from, and the 
order was large. The alderman spent the en- 
tire night in the hotel. 


Honore Sits with Brown. 

The Brennan case is being heard Judge 
George W. Brown, a member of e Ap- 
pellate bench of Du Page county. He is 
one of the country judges that have been

‘called into Cook county at an expense of $10 


a day in an attempt to clear the dockets of 


this county. 


Judge Lockwood Honoré, who received the 
petition for a writ of habeas corpus in be- 
half of Kent;*Brennan’s fellow convict, un- 


expectedly appeared on Judge Brown's benvh 


in ‘the afternoon and said that if there were 
no objections he would hear the argument, 
the issues being identical in the two cases. 
This was agreed to by both sides. 

Judge Brentano said he would hear the 
case Of McCarle, pthe last of the trio, this 
morning. 

War of Words Begins. 

The war of words in the afternoon began 
in Judge Brown's courtroom when Attorney 
Haley presented to the court a copy of Supt. 
Sloan’s reply to the writ of habeas corpus 
which had been offered in the morning. 

*“*I have not had time to examine it until 
just now,” said Mr. Haley. “It has not 
yet been filed. I do not understand why 
we have not received it until this time. I 
want nothing but what is right. If these 
petitioners are entitled to a discharge, if 
their imprisonment is unlawful, we want 
judges that will pronounce it without intimi- 
dation, without fear of being terrified by the 
press or those who speak through the publMc 
press.” 


Judge Honore in Tilt with Barnes, 

Then. came a tilt between Judge Honoré 
and Mr. Barnes, representing the state. 

“lL want to say that this is not a hearing 
en banc,’’ said Judge Honoré. “I came here 
to hear the habeas corpus matter of Herbert 
Kent. If that case is ready I will hear it at 
the same time Judge Brown is hearing the 
case of John Brennan.”’ 

Mr. Haley said the Kent writ had been 
served and the argument of the two cases 
might preceed. After ascertairfing that the 
return had been made on the writ Judge 
Honoré turned to Mr. Barnes and said: 

“1 want to ask the assistant state's attor- 
ney whether he can point out to me in any 
respect that the relator Kent is acting outside 
of his rights, or in any irregular or extraordi- 
nary manner in asking that the writ of habeas 
corpus from me—” 

Mr. Barnes—i don’t understand that he is. 
1 don’t see why he has not the right; 

Judge Honoré—is there any discretion on 
the part of the judge to whom a petition for 
habeas corpus is presented to refuse that 
writ? 

Mr. Barnes—No, not discretion. It is not a 
matter of discretion. : 


Court Asks for Explanation. 

Judge Honoré—Is it the duty of the judge 
to refuse to entertain a petition for writ of 
habeas corpus? 

Mr. Barnes—No; he can’t do that. 

Judge Honoré—Then there is nothing ir- 
regular about the matter of Herbert Kent 
or its presentation to this court at this time, 
is there? 

Mr. Barnes—The case is regularly presented 
to your honor, I presume. I don’t know 
whether it was presented to your honor or 
not. I understood it was, and it is in the 
power of your honor and every court to issue 
a writ if the allegations upon the face of 
the petition show that there is a cause for 
the writ. Perhaps youf honor is not aware 
of it, itis contended herein this case in which 
the application is made to Judge Brown 
that these allegations are not sufficient. I, 
if your honor please, have no question to 
raise, and never have raised a question as to 
the right of any court to issue the writ of 
habeas corpus, or the right of anybody to 
present an application therefor to any court 
in the state of Illinois. I never criticised it. 

Judge Honoré—I simply say to you, if you 
have any criticism to make as to the issu- 
ance of this writ or as to the service or re- 
turn, or anything connected with this pro- 
ceeding which in your mind savors of irreg- 
ularity, to state your point.

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PANIC IN SMALL FIRE, 


Schiller Building Tenants See 
Flames and Rush for Street. 


COMPLAIN OF LOCKED DOORS. 


Blaze in Restaurant Kitchen Next Door 
Roars Through Chimney. 


A blaze in the kifchen of the Union res- 
taurant in Randolph street last evening 
with flames shooting high outof the chimney 


‘caused a wild rush for the doors in the Schil- 


ler building, which adjoins on the east. The 
fire, which did small damage, was out be- 
fore the last terrified tenant of the tall build- 
ing reached the street. 

“That shows,” remarked a policeman, as 
he watched the hatless, breathleas crowd, 
‘ Alb you have to do nowadays is to whisper 
‘fire’ and there isa panic. If a man smells 
smoke he makes a dive for the street.”’ 

There was some complaint among the 
Schiller tenants over the report that the 
building doors were locked, This was de- 
nied by the janitors. 

The blaze which caused all the alarm. 
originated during the dinner hour. The first 
the diners knew of the fire was when a com- 
pany of Musham’s men appeared dragging 
a hose across the floor. They extinguished 
the flames without difficulty. 


Tenants Rush for Doors, 

All unknown to firemen and restaurant 
people, however, the Schiller building ten- 
ants were having a fire alarm of their own 
all this time. When the flames shot up the: 
chimney with a roar, shooting twenty-five 
feet above the roof, there were a number of 
persons still in the offices.overlooking the 
restaurant. To them it seemed that the 
whole four story building adjoining was on 
fire, and they made a rush for the halls. 

Frank M. Witmark of the Witmark Music 
company, on the eighth floor, with Attorney 
Victor A. G. Murrell and Miss Ida Bergeron, 
a stenographer, fled toward the elevators. 
As the car shot past the second floor of the 
structure some one cried out that the doors 
leading to the street were locked and that 
the people who sought exit there would be 
penned in. 

Mr. Witmark hurried to the street and 
ascertained that the fire in the restaurant 
was not serious. He then ran back into the 
building and assured those still in the struc- 
ture that there was no danger. 


May Lead to Changes. 

“T was sitting in my office on the eighth 
floor when the flames broke from the smoke- 
stack over the restaurant,” said Charles 
Thorpe. “ As soon as I saw the flash I got 
together many valuable papers lying on my 
desk and started to leave the building. The 
flames leaped up into the air a distance of 
twenty-five feet, and naturally at this time 
every one in the building who saw the fire 
was trying to get out. We caught an ele- 
vator and were carried to the street without 
trouble. This fire opened our eyes, however, 
and will probably lead to some much needed 
changes around here.” 

Later some one started to locate the fire 
escape. One was found at the northeast 
end of the building, but access to this was 
blocked, it is said, by a locked door, the 
room opening on to the fire esc&pe platform

START A MILK TRUST. 


Company Forming to Control 
Entire Supply in Chicago. 


MANY OPTIONS ARE HELD. 


Promoter Denies Purpose Is to Raise 
Price to Consumers. 


‘Under the name of “The Chicago Dairy 
company” Chicago capitalists are forming 
a corporation designed to control the milk 
supply of Chicago. Organized under the 
‘laws of the state of Maine, the company has 
an authorized capital of $4,000,000. Of this 
amount there already has been subscribed 
$1,200,000. 

Within a few weeks, according to A. 
Hatch, attorney, one of the promoters, the 
éntire capital stock of the company will be 
soki, and the company then will proceed to 
close the options it now holds on the business 
of milk firms In Chicago. 


~ Options for 10,140 Cans Daily. 

One option is held on the stock of the Rich- 
mond-Smith company, which holds contracts 
for milk supplied by 2,530 farmes within a 
radius of seventy-five miles of Chicago. The 
contracts run from three to five years and 
aggregate 10,140 cans a day. 

enone also have been secured for the 
purchase of the stock of eighty-four other 

‘retailers and distributers. The properties 
include seven depots in the city and thirteen 
factories in the country. 

The principal purpose of the new company, 
it is stated, is not to advance prices, but to 
raise the standard of milk in Chicago. All 
sold by the company through its distributers 
will be certified free from bacteria and all 
deleterious substance. 

~” For such milk a flat rate of 7 cents a quart 
will.be made, Attorney Hatch says, an ad- 
vance of one-half cent in price in some parts 
of the city. 
Take Inspection Out of Politics. 


* We purpose to take the ingpection of 
the Chicago milk supply out of politics,” 
said Attorney Hatch yesterday. “ The milk 
inspection of the state and city is admittedly 
inadequate, the truth being that most of 
the milk is never examined. 

‘Tt Is our intention to contract with some 
firm of chemists of good repute to inspect 
all: our milk before it is delivered to the 
} QURDUERE, Thus we will be able to give 
a perfect certificate that all milk sold by 
us is absolutely pure.” 


Assures Control of Supply. 
The Richmond-Smith company, one of the 
eon¢éerns to be absorbed in the new corpora- 
‘tion, now holds contracts, it is said, for near- 
ly two-thirds of the milk supply of Chicago. 
Most of the other large dealers, with the ex- 


ception of Bowman and Borden, are said to 
have given the company options. -

Washington, D. C., Jan. 21.—[Special.}j— 
Leslie M. Shaw, secretary of the treasury, 
who Gov.

GREAT LAKES TO SEABOARD. 


Nationa] Board of Trade on Record for 
Navigable Waterway from Chicago 
to Gulf of Mexico—Irrigation Plan. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 21.—The national 
board of trade today adopted resolutions 
urging upon congress the early construction 
ot a ship canal from the great lakes to the 
Atiantic seaboard, and favorifig the estab- 
lishment of a navigable waterway from the 
terminus of the Chicago sanitary and ship 
canal to the gulf,. provided that no expense 
in connection with its construction be as- 
suméd by the government. 

‘rhe resolution was adopted that the at 
irrigation works necessary to save om 
waste and utilize for irrigation the waters 
of the large western rivers should be built 
as rapidly as the lands will be taken and 


’ utilized by the farmers in farms of 160 acres 


or less in area arid the entire cost of con- 
struction repaid to the government through 
a charge imposed on the lands reclaimed. 

A resolution was adopted urging congress 
to provide some other method than is pro- 
vided in the bills now pending for the proper 
protection of this country from undesirabic 
immigration. ‘rhe committee also urged on 
congress the advisability of adopting a par- 
ceils post system, and also the reduction of 
letter postage to 1 cent an ounce, 

A resolution was adopted favoring interna- 
tion arbitration; also a resolution protesting 
against the practice of issuing coupons and 
certificates with the sale of cigars, cigarets, 
etc., together with bands, labels, etc., re- 
deemablie in prizes, and urging prompt reme- 
dial legislation by congress. 

A resolution was unanimously adopted fav- 
oring reciprocal commercial relations with 
foreign markets, especially Canada. 


PRAISES PRESIDENT’S BRAVERY. 


Senator Platt of Connecticut Says Canal 
Will Be Monument to Roosevelt’s 
Greatest Work. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 21.—Mr. Platt of 
Connecticut concluded his speech on Pan- 
ama. today im the senate. He defended the 
course of the president throughout the Pan- 
ama revolt and eulogized the executive per- 
sonally as brave and fearless. Mr. Platt de- 
fended the president against the charge of 
committipg an act of war or even an act of 
intervention, denying that his acts in con- 
oe with the Panama revolt amounted to 
either. 

“ It is easy,” he said, *‘ to make charges and 
talk in an excited way. We want specifica- 
tions, and it is time for senators who talk 
ef acts of war and of intervention to tell us 
what an act of war is, and what act of the 
president in this case amounts to war or in- 
tervehtion.”” It amounted to a national dis- 
grace that such charges were made, he said. 

Speaking of the president’s recognition of 
the new republic, Mr. Platt said: ‘‘ The act 
stands out as that of a brave and fearless 
man—as that of a man who is neither rash 
nor impetuous. He did the right thing af the 
right time, the thing which will insure the 
building: of the canal which has been long 
delayed. 

“ We will ratify the treaty; we will build 
the canal, and when the ships of the whole 
world with their cargoes are traversing it 
these criticisms, these attacks, these vitu- 
perations will be forgotten, and whatever 
Mr. Roosevelt may do in the present or any 
other term of office this act will stand forth 
as the greatest of his career.”’ oo

Washington, D. C., Jan. 21.—[Special.]—In 
the Machen postal fraud case today Holmes 
Conrad, counsel for the government, de- 
clared that by strict economy August. W. 
Machen, on a salary of $3,500 a year, man- 
aged to make $20,000 a year. 

The statement came at the end of today’s 
proceedings in the case in which Machen, the 
Groff brothers, and the Lorenzes are on trial 
on an indictment charging conspiracy to de- 
fraud the government in connection with the 
sale of letter box fastenerg.

Wants to Hide Bank Account.

ASKS ANNEXES FOR MAIL 
. NEAR THREE MAIN DEPOTS. 


Postmaster Urges Congressional Com- 
mittee to Authorize Branches Con- 
nected by Tunnel with Main Office. 


- 


“T believe I convinced the congressional 
postoffice and postroads committee that the 
new postoffice will be inadequate for the 
postoffice business of Chicago,’’ said Post- 
master F. E. Coyne yesterday on his return 
from Washington. “ Since the. postoffice 
was planned nine years ago the increase in 
business has been more than 200 per cent. 
There is plenty of room in the building, but 
the lack is in the facilities for receiving and 
dispatching mail. 

** [suggested a remedy in the establishment 
of a tunnel system handling the mail 
of the postoffice and of the railway service, 
with subsidiary offices near three railway 
stations.”’ 

A commission will visit Chicago to in- 
vestigate the conditions, and to it Mr. Coyne 
will endeavor to make clear the need of the 
subsidiary station and tunnels. 

“Much time now is lost in taking mails 
by wagon from the station to the postoffice 
and from there to another railway station,:’ 
he said. ‘“‘ Transfer mail, which is not dis-' 
tributed in Chicago, is delayed an hour and 
a half.. To remedy this let the government 
establish a subsidiary station near the Chi- 
tago and Northwestern depot, one near the 
Union. depot, and another near either the 
Rock Island or the Illinois Central station. 
I should have tunnel service leased from the 
Illinois Telephone and Telegraph company 
and use their rapid transfer freight cars. 
These would connect the stations and con- 
nect each with the central office. 

'“] should have street railway cars take 
the north side mail to the Kinzie street sta- 
tion, the west side mail to the Canal street 
station, and the south side mail to the re- 
maining station. The mail that is to go out 
on the roads nearest tnem would be sent out 
directly, while that over roads leaving from 
the other stations would be transferred to 
those stations by tunnels. The city mail 
would come to the central office. 

“ The letter mail could be sent immediately 
through the pneumatic tube service to the 
postoffice, while the other mail would go 
through the tunnels.. north side mail now

FOLLOW THAW. 


Towns in Northern Ohio and 
Western. Pennsylvania 
Are Under Water. 


LIVES REPORTED ‘LOST. 


Weather Service Sends Out 
Warnings to Pittsburg 
and Other Points. 


Ohio, Pennsylvania, and Indiana are bat- 
tling with floods of unusual severity result- 
ing from the sudden thaw and the continuous 
rainfall of the last twenty-four hours. 

Findlay, O., and surrounding towns are 
under water, and further east warnings have 
been issued by the signal service to Pitts- 
burg and towns in that region. 

Findlay was cut off from telegraph and 
telephone communication with the outside 
world after midnight, and no further news 
could be obtained from there. 

Indiana towns are likewise heavy sufferers 
from overflowed rivers and ice gorges. 

If the thaw and rain continue for another 
twelve hours. the damage will be enormous 
*and many lives may be lost. 


Work of Rescue Begins at Findlay. 

Findlay, O., Jan. 21.—[Special.]—Reports 
at police headquarters show that 150 families 
have been rescued from drowning this after- 
noen and evening, and as many more are 
praying for help. 

A persistent rumor, which is being investi- 
gated, is that one of the Big Four section 
gangs was washed off the trestle while fend- 
ing off the ice. The report was confirmed 
by a fellow workman. 

The flood is rushing down the streams and 
over the adjoining lands. A large amount of 
valuable property is being destroyed. The 
breakihg up of the ice on the upper part of 
the Blanchard river is causing most of the 
damage in the way of sweeping away bridges 
and small outbuildings along the river banks. 


Findlay Is Water Bound. 

Valuable oil property is being carried away 
by the mad rush of waters and the loss will 
run into the thousands. It ig impossible to 
get out of Findlay with a horse and buggy 
in any direction. 

All railroad tracks leading out of the city 
are tnierly covered by water, and it ts ex- 
pected at any moment that the large Toledo 
and Ohio Central rallway bridge may be car- 
ried away. 

Nearly one-third of the city is covered with 
water. 

Widespread Danger in Ohio. 

Dayton,°O., Jan. 21.—[Special.]—The flood 
damage in this vicinity is widespread. Zanes- 
ville reports that the Baltimore and Ohio rail- 
way has loaded coal trains across three 
bridges of the Licking river between this city 
and Dillon’s Falls, where the ice is gorged ten 
feet high. 

Dynamite was used to break the gorge, and 
the waters of the stream are pouring into the 
Muskingum river. 

An ice gorge, houseétop high, has formed at 
Steele’s dam in the Miami river and serious 
results are threatened. 

The Sandusky river at Bucyrus and the 
Scioto, south of there, are at record breaking 
stages. The Spore bridgein the Brokeusword 
river was washed out today. An ice gorge at 
Galion has broken the natural gas main and 
cut off the gas supply. ; 

The lower portions of Fremont are under 
water. Many houses are surrounded by 
water and the cecupants are moving out. 

At Green Springs Lottie Perrin, a school- 
girl, was drowned while crossing a creek. 

The ice gorge in the Walhonding river at 
Walhonding swept away the steel_railway 
bridge and the village of Warsaw is half 
under water. Grave fears are felt in Cosh- 
octon at the junction of the Walhonding, Tus- 
carawas, and Muskingum rivers. 


Pittsburg Warned in Time. 

Pittsburg, Pa., Jan. 21.—[Special.]—The 
flood is expected to pass a stage of thirty-five 
feet here, which is 1.7 feet higher than the 
flood of 1884. 4 

Business men, Officials, and manufacturing 
plants, and citizens whose homes line the 
banks of the Monongahela and Allegheny 
rivers, began to meet the impending danger, 
which it was asserted at the weather bureau 
tonight nothing could stop. 

At 11 o'clock tonight Forecaster Ridgway 
gave out the following statement: 

“ Tonight the rivers are rising at a rate of 
.2feetan hour: Over the Monongahela valley 
the rainfall has averaged .50 of an inch: over 
the Allegheny valley it has averaged 1.12 
inches. A flood stage is probable by tomor- 
row night.”’ 


Water Rushes Into Allegheny. 


Along the Allegheny river the small 
streams on both sides have cleared them- 


and they are running bank full. The river 
at some points is eleyen feet or more above 
the normal height. 

No particular damage has been reported 
from Monongahela river points tonight, but 
rain and warm weather prevail along its en- 
tire length. , 

At Wheeling the most serious damage done 
was the washing away of a Wheeling and 
Lake Erie radiroad bridge over Short creek, 
completely tying up traffic over the road. 

. From nearly every section of Washington 
county, reports indicate that considerable 
damage has been done. 

One man is reported to have lost his life 
near Waynesburg this evening. 

Forecaster Ridgway remained at his office 
all night. To the inquirers the warning was 
given to prepare for the worst, even though 
they were in the thirty-five foot line. 


Indiana a Heavy Sufferer. 

Indianapolis, Ind., Jan. 21.—{Special.]— 
Flood reports from all over northern and 
central Indiana are decidedly alarming. At 
Lafayette the Wabash river has registered 
a sixteen foot rise, and is going higher. Half 
a dozen boats are said to have been de- 
stroyed. 

At Damsboro the dam across the Eel river 
was swept away and much property was de- 
stroyed. 

The Wabash, Missinewa, and Eel rivers in 
the vicinity of Peru are overflowing, causing 
damage exceeding $50,000. Elmwood,’ a 
suburb of Peru, is under four feet of water 
and twelve feet of water is standing about

Steamer Georgia Still Fast 

Milwaukee, Wis., Jan. 21.—[{Special.}—The 
ice blockade at. the harbor. entrance has 
not improved since last night, and the steam- 
er Georgia of the Goodrich line, which is fast 
with sixty persons aboard, has. not been re- 
leased.

ALDERMEN TAKE MORE LENIENT 
VIEW OF THEATERS. 


Several Declare Precautions Demana- 


ed Before Opening Are Too Harsh,. 


and They May Be Changed Next 


Monday Night—Even the New Law . 


Itself May Be Modified—Sprinkler 
Requirement Arouses the Most Op- 
position from the Managers. 


After listening to the theater managers yes- 
terday the members of the council theater 
committee were convinced that the operating 
requirements for the .theaters must be 


With this conviction a danger is arising 
that the terms of the ordinance itself, as weil 
as the provisions of the resolution outlining 
the prerequisites for reopening, may be con- 
sidered too stringent and amended. This dan- 
ger threatens the sprinkler requirements of 
the new law. Theatrical managers have 
united in condemning the requirement for 
this device, and the aldermen of thecommit- 
tee have come to believe that it is an almost 
useless precaution. 

One thing is regardedascertain. The coun- 
cil will be asked to change the Bennett reso- 
lution. 

Sprinklers Losing Their Advocates. 

Arguments against sprinklers were made 
atthe committee meeting yesterday not only 
by the theater managers but by some of the 
aldermen. Ald. Friestedt, Minwegen, Ehe- 
mann, Jones, and others were more than half 
convinced that an unnecessary hardship had 
been imposed. 

After the meeting Mayor Harrison ex- 
pressed this sentiment: ‘‘ The aldermen are 
wondering what use the sprinklers will 
afford anyway. The proposition is this: We 
have provided for a fireproof proscenium wall, 
for a steel fireproof curtain, for noncom- 
buetible flooring, for fireprooof frames on 
the scenery, for fireproofed scenery, for steel 
or iron rigging lofts. These will be nothing 
on the stage which can burst into flames.” 


Aldermen Growing Kind Hearted. 


A number of the aldermen are asserting 
already that the council has been too strict 
on the theaters, not only in the provisions 
for immediate reopening but in the ordinance 
itself. The opinion is general that the pre- 
liminary requirements will have to be 
changed. 

“Under the present arrangement thé com- 
mittee has nothing to do,”’ said Ald. Jones. 
“The council will have to make a change 
Monday night or the committee will go out of 
existence.” 

“The theaters ought to be given time to 
comply,” said Ald. Ehemann. “ As the thing 
is fixed now they are barred from opening.”’ 

“The sprinkler requirement is no good,”’ 
said Ald. Minwegen. “ We have provided 
for standpipes and other fire fighting appli- 
ances and for fireproofed sceriery and a fire- 
proofed stage. That should be enough.”’ 

“Sprinklers are good enough for mercan- 
tile buildings and such,"’ said Ald. Friestedt, 
“but I should recommend that it be cut out 
of the theater requirements. If a sprinkler 
were set off accidentally on the stage, as hap- 
pens Often, there would be a panic, and 
panics are what we do not want.” 

Mayor Harrison said that next to the steel 
curtain the fireproofing of the scenery fs the 
most important requirement of the new law. 
He will sign the ordinance as it is, he says, 
unless there be found some inconsistencies or 
illegalities. 

“Tribune” Commission Men Named. 

The mayor received the answer of THE 
TRIBUNE theater commission to the request 
of the council committee that three of its 
members be delegated to act with the alder- 
men. The three members appointed were: . 

James Gamble Rogers, architect. 

Louis E. Ritter of Ritter & Mott, civil engineers. 

John M. Ewen of Thompson-Starrett company, 
general contractors. 

These members, it was explained, will as- 
sist the council committee with whatever in- 
formation they may be able to give regard- 
ing the condition of the theaters, but THE 
TRIBUNE commission still maintains its opin- 
ion that the new theater law should have 
been drafted after greater consideration of 
the subject. 

The mayor has been requested to bring the 
subject before the council himself in a mes- 
sage Monday night. It has been suggested 
that he can open the question by offering the 
Herrmann resolution to. the council again. 
To this the mayor has replied that he perfers 
the aldermen to take action themseives. 

Ald. Herrmann insists: that the present 


confusion, as well as considerable of the die- 
cussion Tuesday night, would have been 


avoided if the aldermen had understood what 
they were doing. 

** What the council should do,” said he, ** is 
to leave the opening of the theaters to the 
judgment of the committee; to give it author- 
ity to demand specific changes in individual 
theaters, and to permit the reopeninz of these 
theaters when the requirement2 aave been 


met.” 


_ Committee Hears More 

The committee meeting yesterday'was at- 
tended by representatives of the. theaters 
who had been asked to appear before the al- 
dermen. Other representatives are expected 
to appear today. . 

The plea of the theater managers yesterday 
was that the council had been too severe with 
them. Manager Sol Litt of McVicker’s said 
that literal compliance with every provision 
of the ordinance would keep his theater 
closed until next Thanksgiving. 

J. J. Shubert of the Garrick said that three 
months would be required to install a steel 
curtain at his theater, 

Milward Adams of the Auditorium et- 
plained that six or seven weeks would be re- 
quired to install the sprinkler system, but 
that plans have been drawn to put the sys- 
temin and that they are now in the hands of 
the,underwriters for approval. 

Fted F. Fish, representing the Studebaker, 
said that work already was under way to 
comply with the new law. 

Harry L. Hamlin of the Grand opera 
house said that his architect had advised 
him that the entire building, so far as the 
stage at least was concerned, would have 
to be rebuilt. ‘In a fire,’’ he said, ‘J am 
convinced that a steel gridiron would warp 
and pull the building walls down.” 

G. E. Raymond, representing the Great 
Northern, said that his theater would have 


- to remain closed unless there was a change 


in the requirements of the new law. 
Lincoln J, Carter, manager of the Criter- 
ion theater, said that his theater would re- 


open.

PRESIDENT GOLDEN OF TEAM. 
STERS JABS CONSERVATIVES, 


Declares Talk of “Radicalism” Oomes, 
from Those Who Are Making a Per-

The development of this 
idea shows more clearly every day the neces-~ 
sity’ of direct and frank relations between 
employers and employés. 

“As a body, it is far from our purpose to 
‘do anything that will affect the commerciaF 
interests of Chicago,’"’ Golden continues, 
“when such interests are brought directly 
in contrast with conditions existing in other 
large cities. 

“I have endeavored to make patent the 
fact that we wish to countenance in every 
possible way direct and friendly relations 
with our employers and obliterate the dan- 
ger, more especially to the drivers, of com- 
mitting any negotiations into the hands of 
men to whom the only solution is open and 
palpable financial gain.”

Two days of secret conferences at the 
Grand hotel were ended yesterday 
when* it Was announced that the cut stone 
contractors east of Denver had organi 
the National Cut Stone Contractors’ asso- 
ciation. It will operate in conjunction with 
the National Building Trades Employers’ as- 
sociation and the National Quarry Owners’ 
association. Its objects are announced as 
follows: 

To promote and protect the interests of mem- 
bers and’further the use of stone; to cheapen the 
cost; to jointly meet labor as local coriditions 
can be best served, believing in arbitration and 
conciliation; to encourage the formation of asso- 
ciations; but there is no intention to control prices 
or restrict competition. 

The attitude of the National Building 
Trades Employers’ association toward or- 
ganized labor was more sharply defined in 
the afternoon at the meeting of the executive 
committee,at the Sherman house. Articles 
were adopted providing that in hiring and 
discharging men the standard of judgment 
shall be according to efficiency of workman- 
ship and correctness of conduct, and not 
be governed by affiliation with any labor or- 
ganization. Existing exclusive agreements 
shall be kept, but on their expiration they 
shall be superseded by “‘open shop” con- 
tracts. 


TRAINMEN ARE SATISFIED. 


Union on Lake Street Line Omits Wage 
Question in Return for Good 
Treatment. — 


As the result of a series of well attended 
meetings of the union trainmen on the Lake 
Street elevated railroad, an unusual decision:

SEEKS 


CANNON’S AID TO SECURE 


Goes to Washington Accompanied by 
Ed Curtis to Enbist the Speaker's 
Interest — Lorimer-Jamieson Fac- 
tion Declared to Be in the Deal— 
Noncommittal Attitude as to Head 
of Ticket on Part of Congressman 
Now Said to Be Explained. 


Springfield, Ill., Jan. 21.—[Special.]—Part 
of the’ republican state campaign is being 
carried on at the present moment in Wash- 
ington. It is that part which bears directly 
upon the candidacy of Len T. Small for 
treasurer, but incidentally involves the gub- 
ernatorial situation. 

Mr. Small and his side partner in the po- 
litical game, former Speaker Ed C. Curtis, 
ure at the national capital conferring with 
Speaker Cannon and it is expected that on 
their return home there will be some inter- 
esting developments. Their trip to Washing- 
ton and its object have been kept so much of 
a secret that few of the politicians knew 
anything about it. 


Small’s Methods Unique. 

While he has not made public his ambition 
to secure the treasurership, Mr. Small’s 
friends have known for a long time that he 
was seeking the nomination. They know, 
too, that he is pursuing a different course 
to get it than the method usually adopted. 
Instead of coming out and making a race 
in the open he relies upon the efforts, in- 
fluence, and the wishes of Speaker Cannon 
to “land him on the ticket.”” That is why 
he went to Washington to see and talk with 
the speaker. 

When it became known yesterday that 
Small and Curtis had gone east some of the 
politicians at state headquarters said that 
“Cannon sent for them.” Others declared, 
however, that “they went of their own ac- 
cord.”” Small lives in Cannon's district and 
has figured for several years as one of the 
congressman’s chief political lieutenants. 


Explanation of Their Attitude. 


It was in the gossip that Small's candi- 
dacy and Cannon’s desire to have him nomi- 
nated for treasurer accounted for their at- 
titude on the gubernatorial situation. Neither 
the speaker nor any of “his boys” have 
shown their hands. There has been no ac- 
tivity in the district. Until now the candi- 
dates for governor have practically kept out 
of it. Charles 8S. Deneen accepted an invi- 
tation that took him on one occasion into 
Iroquois county, and Congressman Warner 
is billed to appear at Danville tomorrow. 

It is said also that every county in the 
district will send an uninstructed delega- 
tion to the state convention. The explana- 
tions for all these things have been that 
**Jo” Cannon wanted Len Small nominated 
for treasurer and would not mix in the 
gubernatorial fight. The story now is that 
‘*the Lorimer-Jamieson crowd has conceded 
to Speaker Cannon the privilege of naming 
his man for this place on the ticket.” 


May Show Hands at Love Feast. 


Mr. Cannon will not come home for the 
love feast next week, but it is expected that 
something will develop at that time to 
show which of the candidates for governor 
js favored by him and his Heutenants, It 
is understood that Small and Curtis will have 
something of great interest to report on their 
return. 

The friends of Mr. Warner have confided 
to a number of the down state leaders that 
when the time comes they are certain that 
Mr. Cannon will declare for their man. At- 
torney General Hamlin has said that he 
expects the support of at least half of fhe 
Cannon district.

POLICE SEEK MAD HORSE 
AT LARGE IN LAKEVIEW. 


Animal Which Escaped from Barn After 
Attacking Owner Is Hunted by Squad 
of Patrolmen Armed with Rifles. 


A horse believed to be mad is roaming 
the streets of the Summerdale police pre- 
cinct, and policemeg armed with rifles spent 
last night searching for it. 

The horse is thought to be afflicted with 
hydrophobia, caused by the bite of a mad dog 
two weeks ago. It is owned by Charles 
Fredericks, a contractor, whose barns are at 
Southport and-Carmen avenues.

A. F. McIntire, Indicted for Fraud, Ar- 
reated by Postofiice Inspectors at 
Newly Opened Office, 226 La Salle 
Street—Fifty Stenographers in Oth- 
er “Brokerage” Rooms—Same Kind 
ef Business Begun in Chicago— 
Large Profits Promised 


A fugitive from justice and charged with 
swindles involving more than $100,000, A. 
EF. McIntire was arrested in Chicago yester- 
day by Postoffice Inspectors A. E. Germer 
of Chicago and E. F. Martin of St. Louis. 
Mclintire was taken to St. Louis in the even- 
ing to answer an indictment for fraudulent 
use of the mails. 

The fugitive was captured at 226 La Salle 
street, where he had opened an office under 
the name of A. F. McIntire & Co. 


Fifty Stenographers in St. Louis. 

In St. Louis he had been operating for sev- 
eral months under the name of the Mer- 
chants’ Brokerage and Commission company, 
with a force of fifty stenographers. When 
arrested McIntire escaped from a United 
States marshal by jumping through a win- 
dow, came to Chicago, and immediately be- 
gan the same business. He is alleged to have 
advertised extensively in the farming dis- 
tricts, announcing he was a member of the 
Chicago board of trade. The sign “ Banker 
and Broker ” was on his door, and his scheme 
was to pretend to form a pool for purposes 
of operating on the board of trade. In his 
circular he asked for $250,000, and promised 


profits of $2,000,000 a year. To start the pool | 


he declared hé himself had subscribed $50,000. 


“Profits” 16 Per Cent a Week. 


All McIntire said he wanted was 25 per cent 
of the profits of the pool. The circular stated 
the profits for the last three weeks in Decem- 
ber were 50 per cent of the money invested. 

McIntire was employed thirteen years ago 
in the office of the superintendent of railway 
mails in St. Louis. According to Inspector 
Germer, a man in Preémption, Il, was the 
victim of the Merchants’ Brokerage and Com- 
misaion company to the extent of $24,000,

TEAR ROOSTER 70 PIECES. 


STUDENTS AT SIOUX CITY MAY BE 


ARRESTED FOR CRUELTY. 


Freshmen and Sophomores of Morn- 
ingside College Battle Over a Live 
Fowl, Painted in Class Colors and 
Liberated in Chapel—Humane Soci- 
ety Will Investigate and the Guilty 
Classmen May Be Punished for Cru- 
elty—School in Methodist Control. 


Sioux City, Ia., Jan. 21.—[Special.]—Sixty 
students of Morningside college, the educa- 
tional institution fostered and controlled by 
the Northwest Iowa Methodist conference, 
may be prosecuted by the local Humane so- 
ciety on the charge of tearing a live rooster 
to pieces in a class scrap. 

The rending of the rooster took the place of 
an ordinary color rush. The freshmen in- 
sisted on wearing their colorsin chapel. The 
sophomores could not stand this, but as there 
are only twenty sophomores they had little 
chance of success in an ordinary color rush, 
and besides it had been forbidden by the 
faculty. The sophomores therefore secured 
a live rooster, decorated it with the fresh- 
man colors, and liberated it in the chapel 
during the prayers. The rooster promptly 
flew over to the freshman side of the chapel. 

Then the battle followed, and in the mélée 
the rooster was torn to pieces in the scramble 
for its possession between the excited ciass- 
men. The account of the mutilation of the 
rooster by the warring classmen has aroused 
the indignation of the Humane society, and 
Officer Vreeland of the police department,, 
who is also an official of the Humane so- 
ciety, will go to Morningside to investigate. 

“If the story of the killing of the chicken 
is true,”’ said Officer Vreeland, ‘‘it showed 
& gross cruelty that one would hardly expect 
to find among enlightened men. Of course, 
I realize the affair began in fun, but it pro- 
gressed beyond that point, culminating in a 
display of downright brutality. I shall make 
a thorough investigation, and if there is any 
law to reach the perpetrators there will be 
some arrests.”’ 

The report of the contemplated visit of the 
humane officer created a good deal of ex- 
citement at the college, and several of those 
who participated in the affair hastened to 
state that the rooster was dead before it was 
torn to pieces. .

Avoid all cough sirups,”’ 
said Dr. Blackwood. “ The greatest amount 
of nutrition with the least amount of ex- 
penditure in its elaboration should be the 
guide in the selection of a diet in these cases. 
Milk, eggs, and fresh vegetables and fruits 
should form a part of the menu.”’

** Fortunately for the present day and gen 
eration. the world has advanced so far in 
enlightenment and civilization as to have 
other means of settling international dis- 
putes than a resort to arms. At the same 
time the nations of the earth have been 
drawn closer together. War at the present 
day not only involves the parties strictly 
concerned but also affects the interests of 
other nations. The extension of commerce 
has bréught about all this.

Bryap Points Greatest Danger. 


Mr. Bryan referred to the Boers, and sald 
that one lesson taught by the war they had 
fought with England was that the conquest 
was expensive and that he did not think any 
nation would again try to take territory 
from any republic. 

* There is one thing far more dangerous 
than war—that is the organization of cap- 
ital, which has no conscience. Another 
thing is the use of money in elections. It 
has debauched politics. It has made it pos- 
sible to buy voters in the streets. To my 
mind this is the greatest menace to the coun- 


Mr. Bryan referred atsome length to labor, 
and the length of hours laborers had to work, 
asking that more leisure time be allowed 
them for the cultivation of their minds. 

‘The evils which afflict the body politic 
are not due to the extraordinary develop- 
ment of the material sources of the world, 
but to the fact that the moral sense has 
not always kept pace with industrial ex- 
pansion. But there is an awakening at 
hand. In the United States, in England, 
in France, in Russia, everywhere, there is 
an increasing group of those who are look- 
ing up to a higher ideal. They fear that 
even intellect, unless warmed and vitalized 
by a belief in the brotherhood of man, may 
go far astray. 


Democracy of the Heart. 


“It is not upon the plutocracy of wealth, 
nor upon the aristocracy of learning, but 
upon the democracy of the heart that the 
hope of universal arbitration and permanent 
peace mustrest.

with a request on the part of the city that the 
agents of the receivers who have done this 
unlawful act be made to undo them.

Inquiry Into Financial Relations. 


An examination {nto the financial relations 
between the Union Traction company and its 
underlying companies was ordered by Judge 
Grosscup, whg empowered Master Chan- 
cery Henry Ww Bishop ‘‘ to hear the parties, 
blow out the chaff, and bring to the courta 
compendium of the real differences.” 

The action marked the climax of a series 
of disputes between various interested par- 
ties, and followed the filing of a petition in 
the United States Circuit court during the 
day by the traction receivers, in which they 
asked for instructions on the payment of 
rentals to the stockholders of the North Chi- 
cago street railroad company, due since 
Jan. 15. 


WILL DECIDE GAS CASES. 


Judge Grosscup- Announces That He 
Will Hand Down Findings 
Next Monday. 


The “75 cent gad’ cases will be decided 
next Monday, according to an announcement 
made yesterday by Judge Grosscup. The 
matters invoived are the Mills case, the Jones 
case, and the Suburban Water and Light 
case. 

One case was filed by Darius O. Mills of 
California as a stockholder of the People’s 
Gaslight and Coke company, seeking to re- 
strain the city from the enforcement of the 
ordinance fixing the price of gas at 75 centsa 
thousand cubic feet. 

The Jones case was filed by Frank G. Jones 
as a stockholder to restrain William E. Go!- 
den and others from trying to secure the ex- 
tension of the 75 cent rate to Austin, and the 
Suburban Water and Light casé was brought 
to restrain the city from compelling compli- 
ance with the 75 cent gas ordinance. 


FOG AND SHORT CIRCUITS. 


Chicagoans in Certain Sections Experi- 
_ ence Unusual Darkness During ? 
the Early Evening. 


A heavy fog enveloped Chicago yesterday 
afternoon at 4 o'clock, and mingled with 
the smoke and steam that hung heavily in 
the wet atmosphere to make the darkness 
complete. 

To add to this condition short circuits oc- 
curred several times on the city’s electric 
light wires, especially on the north side,

MAY MAKE CRILLY TELL. 


EXPLANATION DEMANDED oF 
BRIBERY CHARGES. 


State’s Attorney Declares South Park 
Co issioner Should Give Grand 
Jury Names of Men He Said Offered 
Him Money for Votes—In Case of Re- 
fusal Power of Court Probably Will 
Be Invoked—Replies to President 
Foreman’s Comment. 


A grand jury investigation of attempts to 
bribe South Park Commissioner Daniel F. 
Crilly, reported by him following a meeting 
last Wednesday, may be undertaken at the 
recommendation of State’s Attorney Deneen. 
The.park board also will ask the commis- 
sioner for an explanation of his charges, ac- 
cording to President Foreman. 

In ,the belief of the state’s attorney, Mr? 
Crilly will be summoned to appear before the 
grand jury now in session and asked to di- 
vulge the identity of the two men who, he 
says, Offered him $5,000 and $2,500 for his 
vote at park board meetings. 


May Be Forced to Explain. 

“If such attempts were made to bribe Mr. 
Crilly, the grand jury should know about 
it at once,” said the state’s attorney. “* If 
the commissioner does not appear before the 
jury of his own accord to testify, he prob- 
ably will be summoned.”’ 


Should Mr, Crilly refuse to make known | 


the names of the: men he says tried to bribe 
him, the state’s attorney said the commis- 
sioner might be remanded to jail for con- 
tempt. 

Crilly Would Drop Charges. 

*I have no wish to proceed further with 
my charges,”’ said Commissioner Crilly. “I 
should be sorry to get any one into trouble. 
The man who offered'me $5,000 provided I 


would vote to have the board buy a certain | 


piece of land is a real estate man I have 
known during many years. I don’t believe 
he knew he was doing'anything wrong. It 
probably appeared to him that he was justi- 
tied in dividing his commission on the sale of 
the land. 
“The other man who offered me money for 
my vote in favor of the purchase of another 
piece of land also was in the real estate 
business, but I cannot recall his name. He 
called on me at my private office and made 
the offer when no one else was present. Both 
attempts were made last August.”’. 


Replies to President Foreman. 

Commisgjoner Crilly replied to President 
Foreman that the commissioner 
was “an obstructionist who had allowed his 
feelings of. dissatisfaction to get the better 
of his ju ent,”’ 

“ Presidemt. Foreman is right in classing 
me as an/obstructionist,”’ he said.. “The 
south park "ree is a one man power—that 


power being Fareman himself—and I am not: 
satisfied with his way of doing business. I 
believe he has been reckless in many expendl- 
tures. 

“Since the choice of park sites has been 
left to a committee of three, appointed by 
Mr. Foreman, many persons have come to 
me for information as to the choice of prop- 
erty for park sites and I have referred them 
to Mr. Best or Mr. Walton, who are mem- 
bers of the committee with Mr. Foreman. 
Later these persons have returned and said 
they were referred to Mr. Foreman. It ap- 
‘peared to me, in view of the attempts made 
to bribe me, that it was dangerous for one 
man to have such complete control of affairs 
as this indicated.” 


Park Board Also May Act. 


President Foreman said that the next regu- 
lar meeting of the south park board would be 
in February, but that a special meeting might 
be called to consider the attempts reported to 
have been made to bribe Mr. Crilly. 


MERIT BOARD AFTER BLANEY. 


All Men Certified as Boiler Inspectors 
Forced Out, and Commission 
Would Like Reason. 


A clash between Chief Boiler Inspector 
Blaney and the civil service commission is 
threatened because all the men certified by 
the civil service board are said to have been 
forced out of their positions. David Lanagan, 
certified Dec. 10, was discharged Dec. 16. 
Walter C. Bartalott tried the position two 
days and was asked to waive the appoint- 
ment. Mathias A. Grobl was appointed Jan. 
14 and resigned Jan. 15. George E. Brown 
was appointed Jan. 15 and resigned Jan. 19. 
None of the men who passed the examination 
has been retained. President Powell de- 
clares it impossible that not one should be 
capable of inspecting a boiler, and the case 
probably will be laid before the mayor. 

Commissioner Blocki is investigating the 
water tax lists of men employed under Supt.

"* The niimber of spades used in the cultiva- 
stion of the soil of France just before the 


“Yevolution did not exhaust his interest in 
life. He brought from his historical studies 
an illumination which shed its rays on all , 
the social and political struggles of his own 
time. He did not peer furtively and impo- 
tently at the world over a bulwark of bibli- 
ographies and card catalogues. Czar Alex- 
ander of Russia felt hig influence. So did 
Boss Tweed of New York. So did the 
grand duke of Baden. So did Mr. Debs of 
the American Railway union. So did Gov. 

Altgeld. -So djd President Cleveland. 

It was a pamphlet on Russian misgov- 
ernment that drove him, sick and famished, 
to America. In America the fight against 
Tweed filled ‘his feeble body with fire. On | 
his return to Europe his tireless excava- 
tions“in state archives did not prevent him 
front bécoming a member of the upper house 
of the Baden landtag, and ultimately a 
member of the privy council. When, after 

refusing offers from Johns Hopkins univer- 

‘sity and from Clark university, he was haled 
‘to the University of Chicago, his voice rose 
in keen, penetrating tones against the law- 
lessness that was Debs and the complais- 
‘ance that was Altgeld. In 1898 his mis- 
taken but unmistakable patriotism led him 


——to attack President Cleveland’s Venezuelan 


policy. He was an original anti-expansion- 
ist, and stood steadfast amid the thinning 
ranks. And, meanwhile, he was pursuing 
those researches which made his constitu- 
tional history of this country one of the 
greatest intellectual achievements of his 
generation. Could a life be filled much 
fuller? Could there be a more effective re- 
buke to the specialists who can’t see through 
French pre-revolutionary spades to the life 
around them? 

In Europe he had seen expansion and 
tyranny combined. He refused to believe 
that they could be separated. He had de- 
veloped an infatuation for the particular 
kind of freedom which the Germany of his 
youth needed. No other kind of freedom 
seemed to him possible. 

In his prejudices, -however, as in his con- 
victions, he was always a “ peer among his 
peers.” Impoverished, sharing a New York 
tenement room with three laborers, he had 
a prescriptive right to the one rickety chair 
which the room afforded. This was not a 
unique experience with him. He always 
was given the chair wherever he was. His 
stupendous weight of character required it. 


FIREPROOFING STAGE SCENERY. 
The old building ordinances directed that 
all woodwork on the stage of a theater and 
also all scenery used on or about the stage 
should be coated with a fireproof paint. 
That has been slightly changed so as to re- 
quire all woodwork and all framing for 
enery used on or about the stage to be 
¢oated with a fireproof paint, while all 
scenery is to be treated with a fireproof so- 
lution. The change neither strengthens 
nor weakens the ordinances. Fireproof 
paint and fireproof solutions, when good, 
are of equal-merit. Cloth soaked in or coat- 
ed with them is noninflammable. 
Neither the paint nor the solution retains 
its virtues more than six months. The 
oxygen of the atmosphere robs them of the 
ities. which make them valuable. 
ence;-while the use of one of them should 
de made obligatory, retreatment of scenery 
at the end of every three or four months 
Phould be an imperative requirement. The 
Mate of every treatment should be recorded, 
‘und when the time for another arrives an in- 
Spector should notify the management and 
‘Batisfy himself with his own eyes that the 
work is done and done properly. In mat- 
rs of inspection there should be no trust- 
ing or taking anything for granted. 
. Oil paints, which are hazardous, are sel- 
dom used in theaters. Water color answers 
purposes and is much less risky. The 
managers do not like to have oil paint pots 
Sround their premises. There is great dan- 
ber of the spontaneous combustion of rags 
Op-waste soaked with that kind of paint. 
Canvas painted in water color is no more 


_ @efammable than it is when unpainted, but 


‘textile fabrics, whether made of cotton or 
iénip, whether they are used to make the 
skirts of a dancer or the scenery of-a thea- 
ter, catch fire quickly and burn rapidly. 
‘That is a sufficient reason why scenery 
and draperies should be soaked in a fire- 
proof solution. The new ordinances would 

have been stronger had they mentioned 
draperies as well as scenery. The draper- 
ies of the Iroquois theater would have 
charred merely instead of blazing up if they 
had been dipped in a fireproof solution a few 
days before the theater opened. 

‘Special regulations will have to be made 
to secure compliance with the requirement 
for the fireproofing of scenery, because 90 
per cent of that used in the larger theaters 
belongs to the traveling companies which 
give performances. The scenery which was 
burned at the Iroquois was put in by its

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owner, the “ Blue Beard” it to, and as much more asitcan. That is , . 


fore a visiting company is permitted to in- 
stall scenery in a Chicago theater it should 
be‘ required to prove that the scenery has 
been fireproofed within three or four 
months, and if it cannot prove that should 
be compelled to apply a fireproof solu- 
tion. Every theater manager should be 
made to give notice to the proper authori- 
ties, under penalty of the forfeiture of his 
license, when he intends to have a new at- 
traction with new’ scenery, and should be 
forbidden to allow performances to begin 
until all requirements of the ordinances as 
to the treatment of the scenery shall have 
been obeyed. 


GOV. YATES AND HIS PUBLIC PLEDGES. 

An old and respectable citizen of Illinois 
who voted for the elder Yates in 1860 and 
who believes the younger Yates is a chip of 
the old block writes grievingly to Tue 
TrispuNE. He expresses “ deep sorrow at 
“ your opposition to Gov. Yates’ renomina- 
“tion and reélection. . . . We must all 
“agree that Gov. Yates possesses an ex- 
“cellent character and has made us a good 
governor.” 

If Tue Trrevne could agree to that it 
would not be against Gov. Yates, but he lost 
wis character asa veracious man three years 
ago when he proved himself in one impor- 
tant case to be false to his word. He stands 
before the community as one having ‘vio- 
lated his public pledges. No reputable polit- 
ical organization can make that kind of man 
its candidate for an office of honor or trust. 

The correspondent lives in an Egyptian 
county. He may never have heard what 
happened in Chicago a few days before the 
election of 1900, At that time the junior 
Yates appeared on the Auditorium stage 
and faced a great audience. He read and 
answered questions as to the course he in- 
tended to follow if elected goveruor, and in 
his answers he promised solemnly and@ un- 
reservedly to do certain things which after 
the election he carefully cakateed from do- 
ing. 

Mr. Yates, then being only a candidate 
for the office he now holds, was asked 
whether he was “in favor of the merit 
“system and of its extension in spirit and 
“letter to state institutions.” | 

He read this question before that vast 
audience and said: ‘“‘ My answer is yes; I 
am in favor of the merit system.” He added 
“TIT will endeavor to see that the state in- 
stitutions are maintained with efficiency, 
honesty, and humanity.” All these are 
broken pledges. The governor spat on the 
merit system when he forced Dr. Hirsch and 
Miss Lathrop off the state board of charities 
and put in the most responsible position on 
that board J. Mack Tanner, who was him- 
self the most notorious offspring and advo- 
eate of the spoils system. There has not 
been a vestige of the merit system in the 
management of the stateiustitutions. They 
have been made asylums for unworthy polit- 
ical agents, who are kept at the public ex- 
pense to do work for the governor. The 


. state employés have been taxed part of their 


wages to create a fund for the benefit of 
the governor and his friends. All this ts 
contrary to the elementary principles of the 
“merit” system. So the governor has 
broken his word publicly given. 

With reference to the “ economy and effi- 
ciency ” of Gov. Yates’ administration the 
following figures, taken from the official rec- 
ords, may be instructive:

The governor was asked at the Audito- 
rium meeting whether Chicago park boards 
should be used to strengthen political ma- 
chinery. He gave public assurance that 
they should not be. The west side park 
system has been continuously the property 
of the Cook county political machine. The 
park commissioners have been its servants 
and the employés its retainers. 

Gov. Yates said at the Auditorium meet- 
ing: “If elected, I will not be the governor 
of one sect or section.” That pledge,.too, 
he has violated persistently. He has not 
administered his office with an eye to the 
welfare of the people of Llliuois, regardless 
of political distinctions or of the whole re- 
publican party, but for the benefit of a fac- 
tion made up of the Jeast creditable and 
honest elements of the party—its refuse and 
garbage so far as Cook county is concerned. 

Gov. Yates should not be renominated be- 
cause “the truth is notin him.” Heshould 
not be renominated because, having vio- 
lated his public pledges, the people will 
not again trust him, no matter what he may 
say in the campaign before election. He 
cannot again be elected governor of I]linois. 


PUMPING WATER INTO TELEPHONE STOCK. 
The Chicago Telephone company makes 
for 1903 what its stockholders will justly 
call a “lovely” showing. The gross re- 
ceipts increased $964,000 and the net re- 
ceipts $218,000. Notwithstanding the 
water poured into the capital stock during 
the year, the profits were 10.15 per cent on 
the increased capitalization. The rate of 
profit will not down, and further watering 
is to be tried. During 1904 $1,000,000 of 
new stock will be sold for c@ésh at par to 
stockholders, and an additional issue of 
$5,000,000 has been authorized te be worked 
off during the next two or three years. 
Then the capitalization will reach the highly 
respectable figure of $20,000,000. 

It is alleged that the money received for 
stock hag gone into the plant. 
from the balance sheet that the sum of $12,- 
300,000 has been put in real estate, build- 
ings, and plant. Are the buildings and plant 
worth what they cost? There seems to have 
been nothing written off for depreciation 


| last year or in any preceding year. It is 
| the shopworn trick of the public service 


corporation to inventory its depreciated as- 
sets at original cost and claim public consid- 
eration and continued favors on account of 
the large amount of capital invested. Wit- 
ness the case of the Chicago City railway, 
whose assets shrank and shriveled to about 
two-thirds of the face value of the stock 
when an expert instead of a bookkeeper 
passed on their value. 

It is the expressed belief of the mana 
ment and stockholders of the telephone com- 
pany that they will receive “ equitable treat- 
ment” at the expiration of its term, five 
years hence. It is a venerable maxim that 
he who seeks equity must do equity. The 
management of the telephone company did 
not do equity, and showed no faith in its 
claims to favorable consideration when it 
sought to obtain a new long term franchise 
by clandestine means through a Hyde Park 
company. That move, which was defeated 
principally through the efforts of Tue Trtp- 
UNE, did not indicate a desire to deal fairly 
and above board with the municipality. 

If the company wishes to be dealt with 
in a friendly spirit five years hence it will 
give “equitable treatment ” to its patrons. 
It does not do so now. It swells its reve- 
nues by charging high rates for service 
which is often poor, It exacts toll charges 
in Hyde Park and Lake, which should have 
been abandoned long ago. It takes out of 


the pockets of the public all the law allows 


It appears 


not the way. to bid for “ equitable treat- 
ment.” 
The telephone cgmpany, unless it mends 


its ways considerably, which, probably, is — 


impossible and inconceivable for its man- 


agers, will be dealt with when its franchises | 


expire in a spirit of justice untempered by 
mercy. It will not be treated with special 
tenderness because it has a capitalization of 
$20,000,000, which at that time will be 
largely water. It will be treated according 
to its deserts, which thus far are small. 


BEVERIDGE’S BOOK. 

In the light of his recent and perhaps his 
greatest achievemeht—his book entitled 
“The Russian Advance ’—we wish to say 
a few words about Senator Beveridge of 
Indiana. 

Mr. Beveridge, when he was elected to 
the senate, was its youngest member. He 
was also one of its best speakers. During 
the early part of his first term he did not 
easily fall in with the tradition ‘of the sen- 
ate, which prescribes that new members 
shall be bashful, shy, and retiring. Heed- 
less of this custom, Beveridge began talking 
soon after his election. Perhaps he talked 
too much. But the fault of his oratory lay, 
if anywhere, in its quantity, and not in its 
quality. If he talked a good deal, he also 
talked well. 

Finally the native powers of his mind 
raised him to a position in the opinion of 
his colleagttes which he seemed at one time 
apt to forfeit. He came to be recognized as 
one of the best debaters in the senate—the 
only member who was well enough informed 
to be able to speak well on most subjects 
without preparation. Bevéridge was al- 
ways ready, seldom off his guard, never 


wrong in his facts. He became one of the. 


mainstays of his party in debate. He was 
intrusted with the conduct of the difficult 
statehood fight at the last session, aud man- 
aged it wisely. 

But being a man so young, so brilliant, so 
loquacious, and so well informed, he nat- 
urally could not escape the imputation of 
being a “ boy wonder,” a “ phenom. of pre- 
cocity,” a “ Rollo.” And since those terms 
de not favorably prejudice the average mid- 
dle aged, solid man of whom it has already 
been proved that he is neither a boy wonder 
nor a phenomenon, Beveridge failed to 
gain that. position of esteem and respect 
in the minds of the conservative public to 
which both bis talents and his services en- 
titled ‘him. 

To those people who yet regard him 
askance, as insufficiently mature, we re- 
spectfully commend a perusal of Mr. Bev- 
eridge’s book on “ The Russian Advance.” 

This book is a masterpiece of observation, 
comprehension, and divination of ultra- 
oriental conditions. It does not treat merely 
of Russian advance but also of the whole 
far eastern question. This subject has 
been treated by many writers, prominent 
among whom are Henry Norman, British 
M. P.: Lord Beresford, British admiral; 
Lord Curzon, viceroy of India, but in our 
estimation no other cognate book remotely 
approaches in interest or value “ The Rus- 
sian Advance.” The Englishmen have em- 
phasized the politics of the situation, and 
have treated even the politics generally. 
They have swung mouth filling phrases 
about, but they haven’t written as if they 
had been—as indeed they were—on the spot. 
Beveridge goes into the. minutie of the 
matter. He tells of the trade conditions, 
the hours of work, the way to catch the Chi- 
nese buyer, the standard of living in Sibe- 
rian cities, how the coolies' working on the 
Russian railroads feel, why America lags 
behind in China. After reading the book 
one feels that the author knows his subject 
and knows it well. 

Practical men like practical men to man- 
age their affairs. In the senate the leaders, 
for the most part, are not men of great 
talent, They are shrewd, sagacious, com- 
mon sense men.

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EN. SIR STANLEY CLARKE, who 

has just been appointed by the king to 

‘the position of crown equerry and 

clerk marshal in succession to Gen. 

Sir Henry Ewart, is of all the mem- 
bers of the English royal household prebably 
the best known on this side of the Atlantic. 
He has been a frequent visitor to this coun- 
try, his daughter spent at least two seasons 
in New York, and he is married to a daughter 
of the late Sir John Rose, her mother having 
been a famous American beauty, a daughter 
of Robert Emmett Temple of Rutland, Vt. 
The late Sir John Rose, and afterwards his 
son, Charles D. Rose, were for many years 
the English partners of Levi P. Morton in 
the Anglo-American firm known as Morton, 
Rose & Co. 

Gen. Sir Stanley Clarke joined the king’s 
household in 1875, and has been one of his 
equerries ever since, as well as for a time pri- 
vate secretary to the queen. He is an old 
cavalryman, having served in the Thirteenth 
Life Dragoons and the Fourth Hussars. The 
office to which he is now appointed carries 
with it a salary of $5,000 a year, a furnished 
official résidence, and large grounds, and all 
sorts of. perquisites and prerogatives. It Is 
virtually the deputy mastership of the horse 
to the king, and in the absence of the mas- 
ter, who is the duke of Portland, Gen. Sir 
‘Stanley Clarke will have control of all the 
royal horses and stables, as well as the di- 
rection of the equerries and of the pages of 
honor who belong to his department. 

Pius X. is elaborating a scheme for a great 
sale.of all the valuable objects presented to 
Leo XIII. on the occasion of hjs several ju- 
bilees, his idea being to devote the money 
thus realized to charitable enterprises, and 
also to the necessities of the papacy. For in 
spite of all that has been said to the contrary, 
the vatican is in straitened circumstances 
financially speaking. Of course there is not 
a word of truth in the stories recently pub- 
lished in ‘anti-clerical newspapers at Rome

It must be remembered that 
he has to succor struggling churches in dif- 
ferent parts of the world, to be & munificent 
benefactor to charitable and religious enter- 
prises everywhere, to maintain the traditions 
of the popes as patrons of learning and of the 
arts, to support not only most of the Roman 
congregations but also all the curia of cardi- 
nals in Rome, all the officials of the vatican, 
which, comprising prelates, lay officials, the 
various military corps, the architects, artists, 
servants, artisans, etc., constitute aperfect 
army, in addition to which he is obliged to 
maintain diplomatic representatives and 
their suites all over the world. In fact, were 
it not that the honorariums alloted by the 
papacy to the ecclesiastics working directly 
under the holy see are so infinitely smaller 
than those which lay officials would require, 
it would be impossible for the pope to make

_ Emperor William has appointed Lieut. Gen. 
Count.Moltke adlatus and principal assistant 
to Gen. Count Schiieffen, chief of the staff of 
the German army. This nomination is re- 
garded at Berlin and in military circles 
throughout Ge ny as indicating that Count 
Moltke is destinéd to succeed ere long to the 
office held for so many years by his famous 
uncle, old Field Marshal Count von Moltke, 
whose heir and adopted son hé really is. 
It may be recalled that the field marshal 
throughout the entire time that he spent as 
virtual chief of the German army bore the 
title of ‘“‘chief of staff'’—of that general 
staff which constitutes the brains of the Ger- 
man army, and is composed of the pick and

Count Moltke is, like his uncle, a tall man, 
fs a particular favorite of the kaiser, and is 
married to a Countess Bethusy-Huc, by 
whom he has a family of six children, the 
eldest of whom is married and the youngest 
barely 6 years of age. The count inherited all 
his yncle’s heirlooms, as well as his country 
seat lof Creisau, where the old field marshal 

and has frequently been visited there 
by the emperor. The count, like his father 
and uncle, was born in Denmark as a Danish 
citizen, subsequently becoming a subject of 
the Prussian crown. 

Court balls at Rome will from now on pre- 
sent a much more brilliant spectacle than 
heretofore, as the king has given instruc- 
tions that uniforms should be worn by gov- 
ernment and diplomatic officials in lieu of the 
ordinary evening dress that has been per- 
mitted until now. The quirinal is today one 
of the few courts where plain evening. dress 
predominates at grand entertainments and 
state functions, and I hear that the king is 
about to issue directions for the devising of 
a court dress similar to that which is com- 
pulsory at the court of St. James for all men 
who do not possess a uniform of some kind 
of another which they are entitled to wear.

This is a species of new form of 
abdication, more or less originated by the 
reigning grandduke of Luxemburg, and con- 
sists in a monarch turning over all the 
duties and the powers of rulership. to his 
son, without giving up either the throne or 
the title of sovereign. Thus it is the crown- 
prince of Luxemburg, who is the virtual ruler 
of ‘the grandduchy, while his aged father, 
who does not set foot in his dominions from 
one year’s end to the other, is nominally still 
the reigning grandduke. 

The duke of Anhalt has had no end of diffi- 
culty with his youngest.son, Prince Aribert, 
who sometime ago was required by his fel- 
low members of the Union club at Berlin, 
which is the leading institution of the kind 
in the Prussian capital, to resign under pain 
of expulsion, and who likewise was divorced 
by his wife, Princess Louise of Schleswig- 
Holstein. The latter, a first cousin of both 
the kaiser and of the empress, visited this 
country during the administration of Presi- 
dent McKinley under the ftheognito of a 
**Countess Munsterberg.”’ 

The climax seems to have been reached the 
other day when the prince announced his 
determination of marrying a Berlin variety 
actress named Adelaide Schultze, daughter 
of a Bremen cobbler. What renders this 
mesalliance so distressing to the duke is the 
fact that the heir apparent has no children, 
while his second son, Prince Edward has only 
a little boy of 2 years old, failing whom the 
ancient house of Anhalt, which dates back 
from the eleventh century, threatens to be- 
come entirely extinct with the present gen- 
eration.

CHICAGO RANKS THIRD IN 


LIST OF CITIES’ SUICIDES. | 


St. Louis Comes First in Proportion toIts 
Population — Self-Destruction Is De- 
clared a Growing Disease. 


Chicago is third In percentage In the list of 
fifty principal American cities compiled to 
show the number of suicides committed dur- 
ing the decade from 1892 to 1901, and during 
the year 1902. St. Louis heads the list. Fall 
River, Mass., is at the end. 

This was brought to the attention of the 
members of the Life Underwriters’ associa- 
tion of Chicago at their banquet at the Audi- 
torium by Ralph W. Breckenridge of Omaha. 

Mr. Breckenridge produced tabies taken 
from the Spectator, a weekly New York in- 
surance publication, to show that suicide is 
on the increase; that it is a disease of civili- 
zation; and that it is transmissible by hered- 
ity. His argument was that a liberal life in- 
surance policy is an encouragement to suicide 
rather than a discouragement. 

In regard tO New York City, Mr. Brecken- 
ridge showed that the suicide rate between 
the years 1804 and 1828 was 13.6 a 100,000 of 
population. It decreased to 8.9 during the 
next twenty-four years, but has increased 
since the civil war to 21 a 100,000 population.

One Cent a Mile Favored by Terminal 
Companies, While Others Believe One 
and a Third Fare Is Better. 


Passenger traffic managers and general 
freight agents of the roads centering in Chi- 
cago have gone to St. Louis to attend a joint 
meeting of eastern, western, and southern 
reads, at which rates to St. Louis during the 
world’s fair will form the principal topic of 
discussion.

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ASK COMPARISON OF RATES. 


Proposition of Hall & Henshaw Meets 
with Little Favor Among Local 
Agents. 


Hall & Henshaw, in the official organ of the 
Chicago Underwriters’ association, inquire 
whether members would agree to have the 
secretary get the experience of different 
westernfcities on preferred rates and losses 
and compare it with that of Chicago. The 
presumption is that the firm believes pre- 
ferred rates in Chicago are too high. The 
general expression from local agents was 
that ho comparison would be just owing to 
varying conditions in the cities. There now 
is a subcommittee of five of the committee 
of fifteen investigating preferred rates to see 
whether any recommendations would be ad- 
visable as to a readjustment. The term 
“preferred classes”’ in Chicago includes 
risks which experience has shown to be of no 
great profit. The majority of local agents 
believe it would not be advisable to make any 
reduction on’ preferred classes, but some re- 
adjustment might be made on certain kinds 
of risks.

BIG BOOST IN STOCK 


MORE ACTIVITY AND STRENGTH 
THAN FOR MANY MONTHS. 


Short Interest in Rush to Cover Ap- 
parently Factor in Advancing 
Prices—Steel Bonds Give Way to 
Reck Island, Which Is Leader in 
Point of Volume of Business—Trad- 
ing Not Regarded as Immediately

NEW YORK, Jan. 21.—{Special.J]—It is 
months since Wall street enjoyed such a 
market as today's. Almost a million shares 
were sold and almost everything was higher.

Today’s market is not considered a real bull 
market or a sure harbinger of better things, 
but it may easily become. All bull markets 
after a period of depression begin this way.

GOSSIP ON ‘CHANGE. | 


Provision specialists say that the lard mar- 
ket is in an unusually strong position. Ac- 
cording to the estimates of private statis- 
ticlans, there was an actual decrease last 
week in the local stock of lard. This ts cer- 
tainly noteworthy at this season of the 
year when supplies are usually accumulating 
rapidly. As compared with the official fig- 
ures given out at the opening of the month, 
the present supply of lard has shown an in- 
crease of only 2,000 tcs for the month to 
date. It will take a phenomenal increase in 
the receipts of hogs during the remainder of 
the packing season to make any stock here 
that will be at all formidable. Yesterday's 
light receipts of hogs had the effect of mak- 
ing some of the packers a little nervous 
regarding their hedging sales of lard fer 
January delivery. Thislard has been bought 
by shippers who have already sold it to go out 
this month. These packers took occasion of 
the temporary weakness caused by the early 
slump in the grain markets to cover their 
short sales in the provision pit. This ina 
measure accounted for the remarkable 
strength of the provision list at the time 
the grain markets were so weak. Neverthe- 
less, the market was called upon to absorb 
a line of nearly 4,000 tcs put on sale by 
Booth, who was evidently capturing profits 
fer some rich customer. In view of all of 
the circumstances the pit professionals de- 
cided at the close of business that the lard 
market had shown more strength than at 
any time since the culmination of the big 
deal last September. The strength was all 


the more commendable from the fact that 


there was no suspicion of manipulation. The 
buying is coming largely from the south, 
where traders are looking at the high prices 
of cottonseed oil, and are buying with th 
proceeds of high priced cotton. ; 


The wheat market was left to itself by 
the bull leader ten minutes after the open- 
ing, and the result was a sharp break, with 
the July showing the most weakness. The 
rains in the southwest caused an easier feel- 
ing in the July, and there was selling by 
commission houses and brokers, which might 
have been for southwestern account, but 
which the trade thought might be for Ar- 
mour. The market stood this selling for 
ten minutes after the opening, during which 
time there was open Armour buying of May 
around U2Zc to the extent of about 500,000 


“bu. Just as this buying ceased business 


was suspended for a few moments while 
Secretary Stone made an announcement from 
the gallery regarding the pending vote, 
and during this time selling orders seemed 
to accumulate, particularly in the July. 


When business was resumed there was such 


a rush to sell that the July broke 2%c to 
$1%c and the May 1%c to 90%c from the 
high points of the opening. There seemed 
to be liberal selling of May just as the de- 
cline started by Smith brokers, but offer- 
ings were not heavy under Q9lc after a few 
pyramids had been toppled over, and under 
renewed Armour buying the market worked 
back until most of the loss in May had been 
recovered. The July at one time sold at ¥c 
discount and closed at 8%-%c under the 
May. 


The Northwestern Miller says: “ There 
was an increase in the Minneapolis flour out- 
put last week of 87,000 bris. The quantity 
of flour turned out was 365,520 bris, against 
805,285 in 1903 and 254,195 in 1902. This week 
a few of the mills will not run full time, and 
the flour production is likely to be reduced 
to 340,000 bris. The same week a year ago 
it was 309,165 bris. Trade with Minneapolis 
mills during last week was drregular, though 
the most of them sold their output or bet- 
ter. Shipping directions on old business 
were received more freely and the mills are 
now pretty well provided for. Scattering 
lots of flour were worked for export, and in 
the aggregate they made something of a 
showing. However, foreigners are -usually 
indifferent, and it is difficult to do business 
with them, except at a sacrifice. The orient 
is in the market, but chiefly for second clear. 
Little can be done with either the united 


kingdom or the continent in first or second 
clear, as prices here are above views pre- 
vailing in those markets.” 

“There are not over 25,000,000 bu of wheat 
left in Kansas,” said George E. Marcy of the 
Armour Grain company, who returned from 
the southwest yesterday, “ and millers are 
eager buyers and complaining about the 
ditticulty of getting supplies. ‘There is a big 
demand for hard winter wheat flour. The 
St. Louis millers who were so displeased with 
the December deal there that they have 
refused to buy red winter wheat out of store 
from the bull party are losing their trade 
to the hard winter wheat millers of Kan- 
sas. The growing crop in the southwest may 
not be badly injured by the drought, but it 
will need the most favorable conditions in 
the spring to make even a fair crop.” 


‘There were sales of 35,000 bu No. 1 northern 
wheat here at 4c under May, and of 56,000 bu 
No. 2 red at lc under. The business was ac- 
complished on the early break. The No. 2 red 
in store has been selling at May price until 
the extreme advarice of the last day or two. 
In the sample market the demand for all | 
grades of red winter wheat continues urgent 
from millers. There were sales of No. 3 red 
at 7Sc, an advance of 3c in a few days. Hard 
winters were up an average of Ic for theday, 
except for the poorer grades. Choice No. 2 
hard sold at S3c at the river, an advance 
of 4c. 

Tightness was apparent in the oats and 
corn pits, despite the break. On open sup- 
port by the bulls after the rush of stop loss 
selling was over prices moved back steadily, 
and in the case of oats not only yesterday's 
close but the high point in the crop was 


‘passed. In corn Cudahy brokers started the 


stampede of smaller holders, and stop loss 
orders completed the rout. In oats the 
Patten house and local traders began selling 
even before the wheat break was precipi- 
tated. All the markets were cleared of a 
good many “tailers.” — 


At the annual sale of sample tables yester- 
day afternoon premiums paid for the choice 
of location ranged from $1 to $100 and the 
number of premiums between $75 and $100 was 
distinctly better than the average year. The 
first choice was knocked down to Gerstenberg 
& Co. at $100, and there was one other sale 
at that figure. The total of the premiums 
paid by members for the tables was $6,269 
outside of the annual rent of $40 for each of 
the fifty-four which are ranged around the 
exchange floor. 


In accordance with the request of the rules 
committee announced by Secretary Stone and 
posted on the bulletin boards, the amend- 
ment making No. 2 hard winter wheat de- 
liverable at a 2c penalty was voted down. 
The result of the ballot was 230 votes 
against and 29 for the measure. The rules 
committee announces that the new draft of 
the amendment, In which the wording will 
be altered to make it operative before July 1, 
will be promptly posted for a new vote. 

The glucose plant will resume operations 
Monday, Feb. 1, and as-the local factory 
has a capacity of 380,000 bu of corn daily, 
handlers of corn are looking forward hope- 
fully to a better market. The plant has 
been improved in many ways since the fire 
and will be operated entirely by electricity. 


The death of Henry Memory was announced 
today.

LOCAL HOUSES SHOW LITTLE IN- 
CREASE IN STOCK LINES. 


Ne Expansion in Loans Reported — 
Sentiment Generally Bullish for a 
Tarn—Advice in Specialtics—Statis- 
tics on the Growth of the Chicago 
Telephone Company—Erie Rail- 
road Again in the Hands of Share- 
holders—New Exchange Members, 


A canvass of a number of important local 
commission houses yesterday showed that 
none had in the last week increased its loans, 
though four reported an increase in the line 
of stocks carried varying from 5 to 15 per 
cent. The other houses seen said their lines 
of stocks stood practically unchanged. 

The inquiry was made with a view of as- 
certaining to what extent the Chicago pub- 
lic was taking part in the present advance 
in prices. The inquiry was confined to 
houses whose members are not known to the 
factors in the market as large operators. 

It cannot be learned that Chicago com- 
mission houses doing business for the gen- 
eral investor and speculator, the kind of buy- 
ers the New York market is looking for, 
have as yet found confidence in the position 
of the market. 

But in every office there is expressed bull- 
ish sentiment and a belief that prices should 
work some higher. Equally general is the 
belief that the upward movement is one cre- 
ated for the purpose of encouraging the pub- 


lic to come in. 

In specialties there is pronounced advice 
to buy for a turn. This applies particularly 
to Rock Island bonds and preferred stock, 
Steel bonds and preferred stock, and, to some 
extent, to Realty preferred. The Rock 
Island movement is based on the current 
belief that the insiders, in connection with 
the arrangement with Speyer & Co.,. have 
determined to place the issues mentioned on 
a higher market value. Those who are 
familiar with the market operations of the 
Rock Island crowd know that since the 
Moores failed in 1896 in the Diamond Match 
market they have not been given to support- 
ing stocks. In consequence the Rock Island 
bonds and stocks were permitted to drift 
with the general market. So long as the 
present general market tendency is upward 
Rock Island issues may be expected to ad- 
vance. But it may well be doubted whether 
any artificial support will be given when the 
general market turns. \ 


Advices Generally Bullish. 

Advices generally to Chicago houses yester- 
day from Wall street were ofa bullish nature. 
P. J. Goodhart predicted the market had 
just begun to move and that for weeks to 
come sales would run 1,500,000 shares a day. 
John W. Gates was extremely bullish, pre- 
senting the fact that interest rates are now 
working lower, while dividend returns con- 
tinue relatively high. This condition he con- 
trasts with the opposite onea yearago. Two 
Chicago brokers, who are connected with 
first class Chicago houses and who are now 
in Wall street, are quite bullish in the mes- 
sages they send to Chicago. 2 

Although the stock lines carried by local 
commission houses show hut a small increase 
the volume of business they have been doing 
is much larger, when selling operations are 
included. Yesterday was an especially good 
day. But what is meant to be conveyed Is 
that although business has been much im- 
proved in the last week, the net result has 
been but a smal) increase in the line of stocks 
carried with houses of the class mentioned. 


Chicago Telephone’s Growth 


An idea of the growth of the Chicago Tele- 
phone company during the last ten years 
is shown in the statement issued at the an- 
nual meeting, giving various statistics cover- 
ing that period. While the greatest growth 
has been in the four years ended Dec. 31, 
1908, still the figures cover a period of ten 
years. In that time the number of exchange 
telephones has increased from 12,049 to 101,- 


4 187, a gain of 89,088 telephones, or 738 per 


cent. In the same time the total number of 
miles of wire increased 194,675 miles, or 588 
‘per cent. The capital stock of the company 
increased $10,203,800, or 268 per cent.

‘LESSON NO, 148.—Parents’ Clubs. 


UPT. COOLEY says the education of- 
fered in this country today which most 
approaches the ideal is that given to 
the Indians, the negroes, and the crim- 
inals. Why? Is it not because the 


@ominant idea in those schools, instead of 


being that of the “three Rs,” is being 
to that of the “three Hs ”—the 
head, the heart, the hand? 

The time was when the industries of the 
home offered education to the hand, and the 


- eommon needs and neighborly spirit of a 


small community afforded development of 
the heart, but today our people are becoming 
more and more a race of flat dwellers, with 
no chores for the children to do and no neigh- 
rly kindnesses exchanged, nor even 4 kind- 
recognition of the tenants across the hall. 
The good book tells us of a gulf between good 
and evil, but this seems to be an age of many 


«gulfs—between home and school, home and 


society, business, club, and neighbors, or 
“ nigh-dwellers.’’ Is it any wonder that we 
have strikes, trusts, grafts, and all sorts of 
Jabor troubles? 


“Flow is the community spirit to be restored? 


One way to help is through parents’ clubs in 


the different school districts. There is one 
interest which all classes of humanity have 
ii Common, that is, the child, but the needs 
of the child are so bound up with those of the 
community, the state, and the world’ that one 
eannot study anything pertaining to him 
without getting a glimpse of worldwide re- 
Jations. Hence the subjects which may be 
considered in the parents’ clubs are almost 
numberless. ~The methods of teaching are 
go differént from those of a few years ago 
that most parents are unable to keep in touch 
even. with the children's work, much less 


‘with the spirit of the school. This can be 


gained only by persona) contact of parents 


- @nd teachers. The way of gaining this con- 


tact the most economical of time and effort 
is through the parents’ clubs. The club can 
have its fegular days for visiting the school 
to study methods and afterwards invite the 
teathers to their meeting to explain the prin- 
ciples involved in the new methods. 


The modes of government of the child are 
also so different from those of a few years 
ago, when we were taught that to spare the 
rod was to spoil the child, that parents would 
do well to learn of progressive teachers the 
results of the latest efforts to awaken the 
child to self-government. ‘ 


When the home was the center of all kinds | 


of hand industries, the study of books was 
naturally enough considered to be the work 
of the schools. Now educators know that 
the true education is not a pouring of knowl- 
edge into the child, but a drawing out of his 
Go@ given powers and faculties. Manual 
training and domestic science afford oppor- 
tunity for this development of the self-activ- 
ity of the child. The parents’ clubs can do 
much to disseminate intelligent ideas on 
these subjects which have not, as yet, been 
sufficiently considered. 

When the struggle for Mberty in this new 
land was still fresh in the minds of our fa- 
thers civic duty wasa clear conviction, but to- 
day our country contains millions of inhab- 
itants whose traditions are of oppression and 
servitude—not of that indomitable spirit 
which cries, “ Give me liberty or give me 
death.”” How better can this heterogeneous 
mass from all nations be welded into one lib- 
erty loving race than through right training 
in the public schools? The study which is 
good for the child in the school is good for 
the parents in the club—good for fathers and 
mothers alike. 

How can we expect to train up children with 
clean hearts if they haye to study in dirty 
schoolhouses and reach them thraeugh filthy 
streets? Through the parents’ clubs we can 
work for the cleanliness which is godliness 
in the city as well asin the home. Through 
the parents’ clubs can be encouraged the Jove 
of beauty in the community, the home, ahd 
the school. This can be done both through 
study and by working together with teachers 
and pupils for clean streets and clean build, 
ings, for trees and grass and flowers, for 
books and pictures, for all good things which 
people can enjoy together, and so help to 
usher in the millennial time when all shall 
work in one mind for the common good.
